He 
explained that Germany wanted to get 
her colonies back and obviously could 
not consent to abandon occupied terri- 
tories before securing guarantees for 
the restitution of her possessions. Aus- 
tria, however, was differently situated. 
She stood everywhere on enemy terri- 
tory, except in eastern Galicia. 


Great Row in Germany. 

What news has been permitted to 
pass the German censor indicates that 
a political hornet’s nest has again been 
stirred up in Germany. A dispatch from 
Zurich to the Exchange Telegraph com- 
pany quotes the Berlin correspondent 
of The Frankfurter Zeitung as saying 
that the pan-Germans are “kicking up 
a tremendous row” and declaring that 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg and 
General von Ludendorff, dissatisfied 
with Chancellor Hertling’s speech be- 
fore the main committee of the reichs- 
tag, are again talking of retiring. 

Emperor William himself has not 
been spared, The Deutsche Tages Zei- 
tung styling him the “present repre- 
sentative” of the house of Hohenzol- 
lern, probably desiring to show by a 
parallel between the emperor and the 
crown prince that the annexationists 
cherish the latter as the savior of 
Germany at the last moment from 
“sinking in the abyss dug by four men 
—Dr. von Kuehlmann (German foreign 
secretary), Count von Hertling (impe- 
rial chancellor), Count Czernin (Aus- 
tro-Hungarian foreign minister), and 
Count von Roedern (German secretary 
of the treasury).” 

The newspaper adds that King Lud- 
wig of Bavaria already has made rep- 
resentation to Emperor William regard- 
ing the political situation which has 
arasen. 

Von Hertling Lacks Courage. 

The Neueste Nachrichten, of Berlin, 
says Chancellor von Hertling could not 
sum up courage to act. and is following 
the example of his predecessor, Von 
Bethmann-Hollweg, in avoiding defi- 
nite decisions. 

The Deutsche Zeitung declares the 
chancellor's speech is equivalent to a 
battle won by the enemy. 

Commenting on the election at Baut- 
zen-Kamenz, Saxony, in which the so- 
cialist candidate received 9,661 votes to 
8.763 polled by his comservative op- 
ponent, The -Vorwaerts of Berlin jubi- 
lantly asserts; “The victory is a vic- 
tory for peace by arrangement.” 

The Frankfurter Zeitung, according 
to the Zurich correspondent of the 
Exchange Telegraph company, re- 
proaches Chancellor von Hertling for 
a lack of clearness and emphasized the 
fact that the agitation against Count 
Czernin is equally directed against the 
Austro-Hungarian people. 

Rreak in Austro-German Alliance. 
January 27.—The so- 
cialist paper Vorwaerts joins in the 
controversy that has. arisen in the 
German press as to whether Count 
Czernin’s peace invitation to President 
Wilson is indicative of a break in the 
Austro-German alliance. Pan-German 
papers think that it is, but Vorwaerts

ATTACK IS MADE 
ON THE BOLSHEVIKI 
BY VON KUEHLMANN 


Amsterdam, January 27.—Prediction 
of a separate peace between Germany 
and Rumania in the near future was 


made by Foreign Minister von Kuehl- 
mann at the close of his long speech 
before the reichstag main committee 
Friday, in which he recounted the prog- 
ress of the negotiations at Brest- 
Litovsk. He emphasized also the cor- 
diality of the relations between Ger- 
many and Austria. 

“Austria has stood by us in complete 
loyalty and will continue to do so,” he 
Said. . “I will never undertake any pro- 
posal interfering with such close and 
umshakeable friendship.” 

Dr. von Kuehlmann made a second 
speech before the reichstag main com- 
mittee on Saturday, replying to speak- 
ers in the debate which followed his 
first explanation on Friday of the ne- 
fotiations at Brest-Litovsk. Inciden- 
tally, he expressed confidence that the 
Status of the “great free German state” 
would appeal to the border peoples, and 
he dealt strongly with the “Bolshevik 
policy of ruling by force, as opposed 
to their professions.” 

The secretary continued: “I warmly 
greet the statements of Dr. David (so- 
cialist leader of the reichstag) that a 
representative body of Lithuania has 
really been honorably set up and that 
the representatives of the Lithuanian 
people of all classes can strive toward 
the realization of possibilities. It has 
been suggested that we should wait un- 
til the end of the war before making 
extensions to other existing representa- 
tive bodies. We work under difficult 
circumstances in the country in ques- 
tion. The war still continues. We will, 
if peace is reached with Russia, do 
what can be done in conjunction with 
the military necessities, with a view to 
bringing about this extension during 
the war. 

Bolsheviki Attacked. 

“Herr Trotzky twice declared in open 
discussion that. our government has no 
basis other than force: The Bolsheviki 
maintain themselves by brutal force; 
their arguments are cannon and ma- 
chine guns. 

“Differences of opinion are settled 
by their getting rid of their opponents 
in a radical and satisfactory manner. 
The Bolsheviki preach beautifully but 
practice otherwise. 

“They have solemnly recognized the 
Finnish republie. They never disputed 
the right of that republic to receive 
diplomatic representatives, but when it 
came to the act of sending representa- 
tives there thev created the greatest 
diffieultis. When we have news from 
Finland we will know that the soldiery 
is exercising there a tyranny worse 
than existed in the times of the czar.

Amsterdam, January 27,-—According 

reports printed in German news:- 
papers :concerning the proceedings of 
the meeting of the majn committee 
of the reichstag, Secretary of the In- 
terior Wallraf, referring to a leaflet 
advocating a general strike, expressed 
the strong hope that the German work- 
ers would not listen to such “an in- 
excusable call from irresponsible quar- 
tera.”’ 

“If our enemies should succeed in 
smashing our home front,’ Herr Wall- 
raf is quoted as saying, “all their ra- 
pacious crimes would revive and the 
war would be prolonged indefinitely.” 

Herr Ledebour, independent socialist, 
replying to the speech of Dr. von 
Kuehlmann, the German foreign sec- 
retary, complained that a backward 
step had been taken and that the gov- 
ernment adhered completely to the 
views of the militarists. He said he 
considered the speech of Count Czernin, 
the Austro-Hungarian foreign minister, 
as a direct refutation of the word of 
Count von Hertling because Count 
Czernin regarded President Wilson's 
proposal as the basis of an understand- 
ing while the chancellor declined to ac- 
cept this view. 

Dr. Eduard David, socialist leader, 
also expressed dissatisfaction with the 
government's policy and declared that 
if Germany wished her colonies re- 
turned she must offer to return Bel- 
gium. Herr Naumann, progressive, 
urged that President Wilson’s pgace 
proposals should be seriously consid- 
ered and a definite word spoken in the 
required sense concerning Belgium. 

“If a general peace is possible with- 
out fresh blows in the west,’ said Herr 
Naumann, “it should be concluded. The 
peoples who pursue the policy of con- 
quest, like the undisciplined Admiral 
von Tirpitz, and the Fatherland party, 
have undermined the authority of the 
state as never. before.’ 

All the speakers, together with the 
independent socialist, Dr. Hugo Haase, 
Strongly criticised the government's 
policy in the Brest-Litovsk peace con- 
ference concerning Poland and urged 
that the border peoples be permitted 
self-determination, free from military 
pressure.

~$ells Pound of Wheat | 


Must Now Sell Pound of 
Some Other Cereal With It. 


President Wilson's’ proclamation of 
Saturday puts the entire population of 
the United States on a war footing. 
Every man, woman and child is a foo 
soldier. ' 

Every nation, other than the Ameri- 
can, engaged in the world-war, has long 
been on war rations. The restriction of 
the use of certain food commodities in 
this country is least stringent among 
all the regulatory programs adopted 
by the nations. It ig sufficiently strong, 
though, to meet the demands upon the 
United States, if the people of the coun- 
try adhere to regulations in whole- 
hearted spirit, and at the same time 
will do-so without making: it necessary 
to apply. forceful measures. 

From this date the consumption of 
wheat fleur by the people of the United 
States must, of necessity, be not more 
than 70 per cent of the normal con- 
sumption by us im 1917. Thirty per 
cent of the home consumption saved for 
war purposes will meet the situation 
abroad and make good the promise 
of the United States of America in 
Herbert Hoover’s cable to Lord 
Rhondda, food controller of Great Brit- 
ain, who has placed victory or loss 
squarely on the supply of American 
wheat. 

Fifty-Fifty Sales Go Inte Effect. 

Complying with instructions from 
Washington, the federal food adminis- 
trator for Georgia, Dr. A. M. Soule, 
has announced that, beginning at once, 
bakers must bake a mixed bread, rising 
gradually to 20 per cent other cereals 
than wheat, that point in percentage to 
be reached by February 24.. On and 
after February 24 all bakery products 
must contain not more than 80 per 
cent wheat flour, and be maintained at 
that standard unless otherwise direct- 
ed by subsequent order. 

An immediate order is to become ef- 
fective which will insist. on fifty-fifty 
sales for every pound of wheat flour 
seld by retailers, unless exceptions are 
made by state administrators upon 
proper showing in especially meritorius 
cases. In other words, beginning at 
once every retail grocery dealer in 
Georgia—similar orders having been is- 
sued to the other states—who sells a 
pound of wheat flour on and after this 


date must sell with it a pound of some | 


other cereals. A 24-pound sack of flour 
must be accompanied by 24 pounds of 
corn meal, rolled oats or oatmeal, rice, 
barley or rye product or similar cereal. 

This feature of the food control regu- 
lation has been changed in that it 
not permitted longer to be optional 
with the retail merchant whether or 
not he will effect this form of combi- 
nation sales, and henceforth it becomes 
obligatory that he do effect them under 
direction of the federal food adminis- 
trator, and that he shall make no ex- 
ception in the mattér of retail sales, 
unless there is specific exemption in in- 
dividual cases by. the federal food ad- 
ministrator. 

Stamp Out Hoarding. 

There has been some ‘apprehension, 
immediately upon the heels of the

There has, so far, been comparatively 
little trouble experienced with the li- 
censed Wholesale dealers in food com- 
modities in thie state—less, perhaps, 
than in any state in the union. Theee 
has been some trouble with unlicensed 
retail dealers in the cities, and more of 
it from unlicensed ones in the country 
and small towns: due to the misappre- 


hension on their. part, undoubtedly, of! 


the ability to reach them for viola- 
tions. The prevention of hoarding and 
of excessive prices among this class of 
people ig as obtainable as among li- 
censees, and the machinery of force, 
if it is necessitated, is even more se- 
vere. 

The food control] act does not impose 
a penalty for excessive prices#by retail- 
ers, but, quoting the administration's 
law department, “It forbids them.” To 
the same end this quotation on hoard- 
ing, from the same source, may be 
quoted to good effect: “The penalties 
against hoarding are severe (see sec- 
tions 6 and 7 of the act), and will be 
enforced in appropiate cases by the 
United States district attorneys in the 
various states.” 

Voluntary Compliance Preferred. 

The policy of the federa] adminis- 
trator in Georgia has been to enlist the 
patriotic woluntary compliance of all 
the people with the terms and provi- 
sions of the food contro] act and the 
regulations. Every possible aid has 
been given those who have shown a 
disposition in that direction and with 
few exceptions the desired result has 
been obtained. In some instances it 
has become necessary to apply in a 
measure the force of the corrective 
machinery, and it may. be further nec- 
essary in future, but that will be done 
only to the extent the people them- 
selves make it a necessity. 

The full measure of how retail deal- 
ers—unlicensed—may be reathed by the 
corrective machinery. when they refuse 
to respond to the patriotic call made 
upon them, is indicated in the follow- 
ing from the law department; 

“Where the violations of the act and 
our rules and regulations are flagrant 
we shall not hesitate to prohibit our 
licensees from selling the offending re- 
tailer. Rule 17 now forbids such deal- 
ing in general terms, but, to make Rule 
17 effective, we shall issue notice to 
our licensees not to sell a apecific deal- 
er or dealers. Such notices #should be

ALL-R'USS CONGRESS 
BACKS BOLSHEVIKI. 

Petrograd, January 27.—The All-Rus- 
sian congress of soldiers’ and work- 
} men’s delegates today adopted a resolu- 
tion of confidence in the government 
of the national commissaries and ap- 
proved all the measures enacted by it. 
'The congress also approved declarations 
of the central executive committee, 
lwhich the dissolved constituent as- 
sembly had rejected, as follows:

“3--The establishment of 
and werkmen's republic and ultimate- 
ly the federation of soldiers’ and work- 
men's republics.

M. Zatkind, assistant to Foreign Min- 
ister Trotzky, in explanation of the 
last measpre said to the Associated 
Press: “This measure has been pass- 
ed in principle and it has become a 
law; but ita enforcement is in the hands 
of the national commissaries. If they 
find it expedient, notice or desirable, 
they have the right to refuse to pay 
the debts.” 

MAKING RUSSIAN NAVY 
“SAFE FOR DEMOCRACY.” 

Petrograd, January 27.—Provision for 
the election by universal suffrage of 
the entire commanding personnel of 
the Russian navy is contained in the 
decree issued by the council of sol- 
diers’ and workmen's deputies last Fri- 
day, “for the democratization of the 
navy.” 

All sailors are to bear titles corre- 
sponding with their posts such as com- 
mander engineer and commander gun- 
ner. All may belong to a professional 
association, a political party or a re- 
ligious society and may openly pro- 
fess their views. All appointments, are 
to be confirmed by a central naval com- 
mittee. Committees of the command- 
ing personnel are to have the right, to 
demand the removal of elected com- 
manders, but the latter may appeal to 
the central committee. 

Dismissal from the service will be 
ratified by a two-thirds majority of 
the central committee and the commit- 
tees of commanding personnel. Dis- 
missed sailors wilt be retired or passed 
to the reserve.

Local Jitney Bus 


Attorney Explains That In- 
ability to'Pay Court Costs | 
in Supreme’ Court Means} 
End of Atlanta and Camp 


= 


The jitnmey bus business in Atlanta, 
including that to Camp Gordon, ‘ will 
come to an end this week, according to 
announcement made Sunday by Leon- 
ard J. Grossman, attornéy for the Jit~ 
ney Bus association, following a meet- 
ing of this organization held Saturday. 

Attorney Grossman stated Sunday 
night that he had notified the jitney 
men that their case will be dismissed 
in the supreme court of the United 
States for faflure to pay the required 
court costs, long since past due., This 
will allow the city to put the jitney 
bus ordinance into effect. 

“I am keenly disappointed that the 
few hundred dollars required could not 
be paid by the mem The case has cost 
them dearly, those few who have been 
loyal, and the etrain has broken their 
backs,” he said, explaining that two 
hundred dollars were needed at once, 
and a like amount in about sixty days 
to save the jitney case. 

“I have just received word from the 

supreme court clerk of Washington 
that unless I wire him this money Wed- 
nesday he will notify the local authori- 
ties and the jitney injunction will be 
dismissed, ending the jitney business 
in Atlanta, instanter.” 
Asked whether the ending of the 
jitney bus case would stop the traffic 
to Camp Gordon in jitneys, Mr. Gross- 
man answered, “Most assuredly. These 
men have never realized how their 
very livelihood depended on the suc- 
cess of the injunction, which was fight- 
ing the battle for the Camp Gordon 
cars as well as for the city jitneys. 

‘Thousands of dollars are outstand 
ing due by men weaned from the or- 
fanization. Their promises to pay in 
future are of no ayail A few hundred 
dollars are needed at once. Thursday 
of this week will be too late.” 

Attorney Grossman explained that 
the jitney’s position had been made 
impossible due to the high license and 
the heavy bond which the city ordi- 
nance required. This license is $100 
and the bond $5,000, whereas, says Mr. 


Grossman, the license for taxi-cabs is 
only $25.

Railroads Lift Em~- 
bargo Against the Move- 
ment of Tank Cars. 


Washington, January 27.—The pub« 
lic must expect a radical curtailment 
of public utilities, munition factories 
and all industrial activities dependent 
upon oil shipments, unless immediate 
relief can be had fromm the embargoes 
the railroads have placed against the 
movement of tank cars, both loaded 
and empty, according to a statement 
issued tonight by the petroleum wart 
service committee. The petroleum in- 
dustry has made an urgent appeal te 
the director general of railways to or# 
der the railroads at the earliest pos 


sible moment to give preferred move-< 
ment to tank cars. 

‘Unless some radical steps are takem 
to speed up the movement of tank 
cars for petroleym products,” the state- 
ment said, “the, railroads themselves 
will run short of lubricating oil. Al- 
ready the failure of the railroads te 
haul tank cars has forced a number 0 
Plants to ehut down for liack of pe< 
troleum products. 

While deliveries by tank cars unde® 
normal railroad conditions is 18,000, 
000 barrels a month, in December, due 
to the failure of the roads to haul lead- 
ed tank cars, or to return empty cars 
to loading points, the deliveries 
amounted to only 12,406,000 barrels, @ 
deficit of 5,600,000 barrels. or 31 per 
cent. In January, according to the 
performance of the roads for the first 
15 days, deliveries will show a decrease 
of 45 per cent as compared to the ner- 
mal amount. 

“Due to the shortage of coal many 
plants are depending entirely upon fuel 
oil to operate their plants. Oi) used 
to manufacture gas is an absolute es- 
sential at this time, when the demands 
for gas for domestic purposes—heat- 
ing, lighting and cooking—are greater 
than ever before. A Supply can be fur- 
nished to gas companies only by tank

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THE RAILROAD BILL. 


In his capacity as director general of 
the railroads now under federal control, Mr. 
McAdoo has personally gone before the 
house committee on railroads, urging 
promptness on the part of congress in 
promoting legislation that will clearly, pre- 
cisely and finally define the government’s 
attitude toward the carrier 
and all other interests affected. 

It is imperative that the policy of the 
government in this respect should be 
made known as soon as practicable and con- 
gress should lose no time to that end. 

And whatever may be the action taken, 
it should be carefully safeguarded, to see 
that no mistakes are made and that there 
are no unconstitutional cross currents in 
any act of legislation that may be enacted 
prescribing the government’s future policy 
in dealing with the railroads. 

Nobody doubts that the government had 
a legal right to do what it has done in 
taking over the control of the railroads for 
the duration of the war; but there is very 
grave doubt if the government has the 
right after the war to continue federal con- 
trol and operation of the carriers indefi- 
nitely. 

Since everybody concedes the rectitude 
and legality of federal control during the 
war, congress, in accordance with the 
urgent insistence of Director General Mc- 
Adoo, should announce specifically and em- 
phatically in legislation to be enacted the 
precise terms under which the government 
proposes to deal with the roads. 

Already a tentative plan has been an- 
nounced by the president, and it is one 
that has thus far given general satisfaction. 
But to become effective it must receive the 
approval of congress. 

There are hundreds of millions of rail- 
road obligations that mature this year; and, 
coming on with new war bond issues that 
must be authorized, the strain of them all 
will be greatly relieved if congress gets the 
railroad question out of the way as soon as 
possible. 

Congress should announce just what it 
proposes to do with regard to federal con- 
trol; how long such control is to continue; 
how and upon what basis the government 
intends turning the roads back to their 
owners’ control when it gets through with 
them, etc. 

All of these things will, of course, be 
made clear in the legislation now .under 
consideration; but the main thing is prompt- 
ness. It is the uncertainty that hurts, and 
that will continue to hurt until it is dissi- 
pated by a definite statement of the gov- 
ernment’s purpose and plan of operation.

Report of Evidence. 

The land registration act provides that 
the examiner’s preliminary report “shall be 
prima facie evidence” of the matters therein 
set forth. This means, that unless proof 
to the contrary is made, the examiner’s re- 
port stands as true and correct and requires 
no certified copies of the records or other 
supporting evidence. 

Hearing Before Examiner. 

At the term of court succeeding the filing 
of the petition or application to register 
land, the examiner should name a date to 
hear the case, and should notify the peti- 
tioner and also any other person who may 
have filed any proceedings relating to their 
alleged interest in the land to be registered. 
The hearing before the examiner proceeds, 
in general, as if it were a hearing before 
the court, except that all evidence offered 
is received and incorporated in the report, 
subject to exceptions. 

Examiner’s Final Report. 

Within fifteen days after the hearing be- 
fore the examiner, he should file with the 
clerk of the court a report of the law and 
facts pertaining to the state of the title, as 
deducted from the evidence submitted at 


the hearing and from his own investigation. 
Concurrently with the filing of his final 
report, the examiner should mail notices 
thereof to each of the parties who have ap- 
peared in the case. : 

Exceptions to Report. 

As goon as the examiner's report is filed 
it becomes a public record and open to the in- 
spection of any interested party. Thereaft- 
er, any of the parties to the registration pro- 
ceeding may, within twenty days after the 


filing of the finat report, file exceptions to 
the conclusions of law or of fact, or to the 
general findings of the examiner.

Washington, D. C., January 27.—(Spe- 
cial.)——-There has been considerable specu- 
lation and no little incorrect information 
regarding the legislation which authorized 
the president to take over the railroads of 
the country. The average reader believes. 
no doubt, that it was a part of what is 
popularly known as the general war legis- 
lation. Such is not the case. 

It was adopted before the war and as a 
mere rider to an appropriation bill. 

It was adopted without discussion and 
without the slightest realization of its far- 
reaching significance. The senate of the 
United States is regarded as the most de- 
liberative body on the face of the earth, 
too. Hard to reconcile the facts—but I 
shall show them!

To Take Railroads. 

This bit of legislation which has revo- 
lutionized the transportation system of the 
country and which may result in 
ment ownership of railroads, was adopted 
August 24, 1916. The curious may find it 
on page 75, line 15, of the army appropria- 
tion bill, and om page 13,285 of the Con- 
gtressional Record for the 64th Congress. 

It seems that there had been a great 
deal of criticism of the manner in which 
the soldiers had been transported to the 
Mexican border, some of whom, it was al- 
leged, had been carried to the Rio Grande 
in cattle cars.

The fact that the first performance 
was without rehearsal and there were 
no programs detracted somewhat.

Considering these 
handicaps, the premiere performance 
did very well. It was stated that pro- 
grams will be ready for the next per- 
formance. 

The entire seating space of the thea- 
ter is on one floor, which makes the 
auditorium rather large. The acoustics, 
however, are very good, though the 
players have to compete with a great 
deal of audible comment and conver- 
sation from the audience. 

The Liberty was decorated with the 
flags of the allies, and looked fairly at- 
tractive for a building constructed sole- 
ly for service and with absolute dis- 
regard for beauty.

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FUEL LAW VIOLATIONS 


of | 


CHARGED BY ALEKANDER 


U. S. District Attorney Names 
Two Alleged Violators in 
Statement F urnished. 


Charging violations of the fuel ad- 
ministration’s order, making Monday 
a “fuelless day,’ Hooper Alexander, 
United States district attorney, yester- 
day made the following statement for 
publication, sending it to The Consti- 
‘tution with the official request that it 
be given publicity: 

‘" think it is the patriotic duty of 
all persons who occupy offices in the 
Hurt building to bring pressure to bear 
on the manager of that building for a 
full compliance of the law as to fuel- 
less Mondays. 

“Where any concern Hke the Hurt 
building or the Terminal company per- 
mits violations of the law, the public 
resentment that such violations create 
does more harm to the country than 
the burning of 10,000 tons of coal.” 

Mr. Alexander could not say how 
he would act in the matter of violations 
of the fuel law until a later date. “The 
machinery of the law sometimes moves 
slowly,” he said, “and that will neces- 
sarily be the case in the present in- 


» 


stance.” 


Hurt Makes Answer. 


Joel B. Hurt, Jr., manager of the 
Hurt building, to whom Mr. Alexander's 
statement was read, made the follow- 
ing comment: 

“It seems to me that Mr. Alexander 
acted a trifle hastily in making that 
statement public before taking the mat- 
ter up with me. I have had up with 
the fuel commissioner, Dr. L. G. Hard- 
man, the question of heating our build- 
ing, and I presume he communicated 
with Mr. Alexander in regard to it. 

“At any rate, an inspector, whom I 
supposed was from Mr. Alexander's 
office, or one of his departments, made 
a thorough inspection of the building. 
He found that we were using exhaust 
steam from a public utility that would 
be wasted if we did not use it. He 
also found that there are many doc- 
tors in our building as well as one of 
the largest army laboratories in the 
country. There is also a trust com- 
pany and public corporation offices, 
all of which would have a tendency 
to exempt us from a strict compliance 
with the law. 

“Another fact noted by the inspector 
of the government in our favor was 
that the heat control device controls 
the heat in all but a few offices that 
have hand valves. If the heat is turn- 
ed off by this device, it will leave prac- 
tically all the offices in the building 
cold, including the physicians and the 
army laboratory. 

“I had a letter in regard to the mat- 
ter from Dr. L. G. Hardman Saturday. 
I gather from his letter that he be- 
lieves our building is an exception and 
is willing to treat it as such.” 

No Intention to Break Law. 

R. T. Pace, superintencent of the At- 
lanta Terminal company, stated that it 
was the desire of that company to com- 
ply strictly with the law, and to avoid 


‘even, the appearance of violating it. 


Last Monday he said the barber shop 
was. open but that this was done be- 
cause the shop is in the big smoking 
room, and no more fuel was required 
to heat it for a barber shop than fora 
smoking room. It will be necessary to 
keep it heated anyway. 

He said that he had already notified 
the soda water stand that only drugs 
and papers could be sold, and that no 
cigars or soft drinks would be allowed.

The 
bombproofs were built into the ground 
and it was due to pe aon that the 
exDlosion was not widespread. 
Tonight navy officials believed they

The enforced restriction of industrial 
activities naturally unsettled conditions 
in leather and footwear, and, among 
other restraining influences, railroad 
embargoes and labor scarcity have been 
prominent. While it is said that con- 
tracts in hand are sufficient to keep 
shoe factories running to capacity for 
weeks to come, most producers are far 
behind on deliveries and jobbers ex- 
perience still greater delays in obtain- 
ing goods with which to make ship- 
ments on supplementary orders for 
spring lines. Concerning strictly re- 
tail business, favorable reports pre- 
dominate, stormy weather over a wide 
area having imparted decided stimu- 
lus to the demand for heavy footwear 
and rubbers. An already dull leather 
situation on civilian account’was made 
more so by the five-day shut-down of 
manufacturing plants, and the yielding 
of prices of lightweight varieties has 
continued. As an instance of this, sales 
have been made of stock not up to 
standard at concessions of as much aa 
10 cents per pound from the quotations 
of a few weeks ago. 

Still greater conservatism in dry 
g00ds has resulted from the govern- 
ment’s holiday edict, and the lessening 
of production has come at a time when 
many goods are in short supply.
